HOUGHT is the activity of mind. Man's 
| ability to think makes him potentially the 
conscious co-operator with God in mani- 
festing His divine purposes. Whenever we think 
thoughts that are in accord with divine purposes, 
we become a channel of His blessings. This helps 
not only ourselves but—because all mind is part 
of the one Mind—others who are receptive to our 
thoughts. 

Thought is formative. In Genesis, 1st chapter, 
we have a superlative illustration of this in the 
picture of God “thinking out” His creation. In 
Genesis 2:4 we read: “These are the generations 
of the heavens and of the earth when they were 
created.” God has shared the formative power of 
thought with man, and man is destined to trans- 
form his life and world into complete conformity 
with the will of God through the power of 
thought. 

The creation partakes of the nature of the 
Creator. God is mind, and the creation is mental. 
Mind acts upon mind. “Matter” is mind molded 
in the matrix of thought. Matter and mind are not 
separate creations, but are different states of the 
same substance. Matter is mind “crystallized” or 
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“condensed,” as mind is matter attenuated. 

Since the creation is mental, it seems reasonable 
to believe that its forms of expression are more 
easily changed through the action of mind 
(thought) than by what on this human plane of 
expression we are pleased to term “outward ac- 
tion.” A helpful illustration of this is seen in the 
operation of motion pictures. It is impossible to 
change the pictures upon the screen (of mani- 
festation) by fighting them. It is easy to do so by 
changing the film (of thought) in the projecting 
machine (of mind). 

We all appear to be separate individuals, dis- 
tinct from one another and from God. In deepest 
truth we are all one—with one another and with 
God. If we are receptive to the thought of others, 
we are influenced by it. Accumulated human 
thought is called “race consciousness.” We help 
to correct or improve race consciousness when we 
persistently hold to and radiate thoughts that de- 
rive their inspiration from Divine Mind. 

Every man should be the ruler of his “thought 
people.”” He should choose and direct his thoughts 
as illustrated in the story of the centurion. He 
should recognize the higher authority of the Christ 
mind, as did that soldier. We should center our 
thought upon what we desire to see manifested in

Definite daily work in prayer is required if we 
expect results. Practice in thought control is neces- 
sary. A helpful method is to take a prayer or 
statement that contains the redeeming idea and 
deliberately think it or whisper it or speak it aloud 
for a period of time. Here is one such statement: 
“Letting go of all past thoughts of anger, hatred, 
greed, irritation, fear, and lack, I let the love of 
God in me permeate every part of my being, and I 
find myself loving, healthy, happy, and peaceful.”
